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Feds Charge 2 With Causing 4 Fatal North Fork ODs

A federal grand jury has indicted two accused 


rug dealers from Riverhead for allegedly sell- 

ing the.narcotics that caused a string of fatal over- 
doses on the East End last summer, authorities said. 
Marquis “Prince” Douglas, 36, and 38-year-old 
Jesse “Jah” Pace were charged with conspiracy to 
distribute controlled substances, possession with 
intent to distribute controlled substances, and 
distribution of controlled substances causing the 
death of the four victims on August 13, 2021. Pace 
was arraigned before U.S. Magistrate Judge Steven 


Tiscione at Central Islip federal court. Douglas, who 


is already in federal custody on related charges, will 
be arraigned at a later date. 

“The defendants’ drug sales caused four overdose 
deaths in a single day last summer, contributing to 
the tragic history of the opioid epidemic that has 
claimed too many lives on Long Island,” said Breon 
Peace, U.S. Attorney for the Eastern District of New 
York. 

Prosecutors said Douglas and Pace allegedly dis- 
tributed five kilograms of cocaine, one kilogram of 
heroin, 280 grams of crack cocaine, 40 grams of fen- 
tanyl and a quantity of a fentanyl analogue, which 
led to a series of overdose deaths in connection to 
fentanyl laced cocaine on the North Fork and Shelter 
Island. ; 

More recently, while traveling as a passenger in 
a vehicle that was stopped for a traffic infraction 
in Suffolk County on May 5, Douglas was found in 
possession of distribution quantities of cocaine and 
fentanyl, authorities said. A pair of suspects are also

Southampton Woman Admits Stealing $1.5M from Seniors

Southampton woman has admitted conning 

unsuspecting elderly victims out of a combined 
$1.5 million by promising to publish their biogra- 
phies in her publications over a six-year span, fed- 
eral authorities said. i 

Mara Ficarra pleaded guilty June 6 at Central Is- 
lip federal court to charges of conspiracy to commit 
mail, wire and bank fraud. 

“Mara Ficarra took advantage of the elderly, 
leading them to believe their legacies would be pre- 
served in The Remington Registry of Outstanding 
Professionals,” said Daniel B. Brubaker, Inspector- 
in-Charge, of the U.S. Postal Inspection Service's 
New York division. “What she did instead was prey 
on innocent victims and continue to drain their 
bank accounts of over $1.5 million.” 

Prosecutors said the 57-year-old woman and a 
co-conspirator mailed elderly victims pamphlets 
that purported to publish the victims’ bios in refer- 
ence publications containing information of indi- 
viduals across the country from 2013 to December 
2018. 
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The letters, addressed “Dear Nominee,” stated 
“Your 2 books and your plaque are. paid for in full 
and ready for delivery. Please send a check for $14 
for shipping and handling.” 


“The Remington Registry of Outstanding Profes-. - 


sionals is‘more than a who’s who,” the letters stat- 
ed. “It is the ultimate expression of achievements, 
hardships, and dedication that professionals have 
made.in their lives and careers.... Sit back and be 
read for a wonderful experience.” 
Hundreds of victims submitted checks. Ficarra 
then used the routing and bank account informa- 
tion on those checks to produce fraudulent checks 
for larger dollar amounts, which she then deposited 
into bank accounts she and a co-conspirator con- 
trolled at Citibank, Everbank, HSBC, JP. Morgan 
Chase. and Wells Fargo, among other financial in- 
stitutions, according to investigators. Ficarra then 
withdrew cash from the accounts. 
Southampton Town Police Department assisted 
with the investigation. An attorney for Ficarra 
could not be reached. She faces up to five years in 
prison and $1.5 million in restitution when sen- 
tenced by U.S. District Judge Joanna Seybert.

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Shinnecock Bay Deemed a ‘Hope Spot’ 
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BOTTLENOSE DOLPHINS SWIMMING FROM THE SHINNECOCK INLET INTO THE BAY.

VE. Blue, an international environmental 
nonprofit, has dubbed Shinnecock Bay a “Hope 
Spot” — a designation reserved for the world’s most 
pristine waterways — following a decade of work to 
improve the water quality. 

The designation recognizes scientific work by 
Ellen Pikitch, director of the Institute for Ocean 
Conservation Science, and her colleagues Christo- 


_pher Gobler and Bradley Peterson in the School of 


Marine and Atmospheric Sciences at Stony Brook 
University, where a team of scientists, educators and 
students have worked together to revive the health, 
biodiversity, and aquaculture potential of the bay. 

“While New York conjures up visions of skyscrap- 
ers and crowded streets, it is a great ocean state with 
a significant coastline, a rich maritime heritage and 
growing opportunities to view ocean wildlife from 
the shores and in the water,” Sylvia Earle, founder of 
Mission Blue, said June 6 during an event announc- 
ing the designation at The Explorers Club in New 
York City. 

Shinnecock Bay is the first Hope Spot in New 
York State, the only one near a major metropolitan 


region, and one of three on the East Coast. The des- 
ignation puts Shinnecock Bay in the same league 
as internationally recognized locations such as the 
Galapagos Islands, the Sargasso Sea, and the Ross 
Sea in Antarctica. 

The 15-square-mile bay features salt marshes, in- 
tertidal flats and seagrass beds supporting habitats 
that serve as important nursery, feeding and breed- 
ing grounds for many species. Restoration work be- 
gan after brown and red tides in the 1980s wiped out 
shellfisheries. Hard clam sanctuaries have led to an 
increase in fish in the bay. 

“The Hope Spot distinction for this unique bay 
on Long Island is the result of meticulous work and 


‘proof that the Shinnecock Bay Restoration Pro- 


gram has succeeded in bringing the bay back to the 
healthier state it was in many decades ago,” said 
Pikitch. “Shinnecock Bay is arguably the healthiest 
bay in New York State, and our work demonstrates 
that people can reverse the damage done through 
nature-based, scientifically guided restoration. We 
hope and expect that designation of Shinnecock Bay 
as a Hope Spot will inspire others to take action to 
restore other places to their original beauty, biodi- 
versity, and health.”

Dear Friends: 

Since I’m told most of the movers 
and shakers in New York read Dan’s 
Papers when they are at their sum- 
mer places in the Hamptons, 
I thought to address them 
in your pages to tell them 
about a particular prob- 
lem with our service and 
what we are doing to soon 
fix it. 

As you know, during the 
past two years, many phone calls 
have been unexpectedly dropped in 
mid-conversation.

We do go along with 
Verizon in quests for new towers, 
figuring the more new towers built, 
the better and also because until 
now, some of our lower-level execu- 
tives don’t want you to know the real 
story. I think it is time you knew the 
truth about AT&T. So here it is. 

Every five years, AT&T builds and 
then launches the most complex and 
sophisticated satellite in the indus- 
try. We are leaders in the field. The 
new satellite arrives and settles in 
to our predetermined spot in the 
stratosphere over Ohio, where it 
boots up and then directs the cell- 
phone traffic to all the various towers 
in the country. 

The most recent new satellite was 
sent up two years ago, launched from 
Cape Canaveral by NASA. We had 
high hopes for it.

five times faster than the one that it 
replaced and seven times faster than 
that of our nearest competitor. Voice 
reception and quality were unparal- 
leled. 

However, after it was up and work- 
ing properly for three months, this 
new satellite began to drop calls at 
unexpected intervals guest times 

a day. 

‘We jumped on the prob- 
lem immediately. Our first 
thought was to transfer the 
calls back to the older sat- 
ellite. But as part of a new 
clean skies directive from 
the government to reduce 
' space junk, we had taken the 
earlier one out of orbit and sent 
it off to a fiery exit through the atmo- 
sphere and a sensational crash into 

the Pacific Ocean. 

As this was therefore not an op- 


tion, we then sent a test probe up 


to our new satellite to see what was 
wrong. The probe, fully equipped to 
fix any problem, found nothing to fix. 
Complexico 7, as this latest satellite 
is called, was working correctly. We 
then sent up a second probe affixed 
with a camera to video the satellite 
over an extended period of time to 
see if we could capture this inter- 
mittent problem on our screens at 
our headquarters in Midland, Texas. 
What we found was astonishing. 

At certain alignments, the shiny 
surface of Complexico 7 strongly re- 
flects the blinding light from the sun 
in a certain direction. When that 
happens, a flurry of moths, attracted 
by it, show up and block the satel- 
lite’s ability to perform. Then, when 
the angle of the sun shifts and the re- 
flection subsides, the moths go away. 

As soon as we discovered this situ- 
ation, the researchers and experts at 
our Fargo, ND facility raced to build 
a rocket with a nose cone of bug 
spray that, when arriving up there, 
could be remotely released in a puff 
to do away with these pesky moths. 

The first of these rockets blew up 
on the launch pad at Vandenberg

Space Force Base in California, re- 
sulting in the bug spray saturating a 
3-square-mile area in the desert just 
next to the town of Los Machos Ro- 
deos, ruining the crop of several cac- 


‘tus farms. A second rocket was then 


successfully launched from Vanden- 
berg, but soon veered off course to 
crash into a meadow outside of Dav- 
enport, IA, again releasing bug spray 
over a wide area which, fortunately, 
did not involve downtown. 

During this time, there was specu- 
lation at our laboratories about how 
moths could have gotten to the sat- 
ellite. There are, after all, no moths 
in space. Re-enacting the satellite’s 
conveyor belt construction period 
at our Wichita, KS factory, we were 
able to determine that moths could 
have gotten inside the satellite when 
it was open for a 12-second period 
so technicians could slide a special 
wool warming sweater around a 
piston that sends the stream of air 
through a nozzle, to gently turn the 
satellite to a new orientation. As this 
construction opening was 1 millime- 
ter wide and just 5 millimeters long, 
it was calculated that only two moths 
could have wriggled in during those 
12 seconds, but if they were a male 
and a female, particularly of the

fluttering around up there, then very 
soon, the moths could have feasted 
-on the wool, mated, built a nest and 
produced the infestation that we are 
now experiencing. 

I am here to tell you at this point 
that we have now constructed a third 
rocket with a new and more sophis- 
ticated bug spray that will neuter but 
not kill the male moths of this genus 
up there, which, given the short life 
cycle of this particular moth, will 
result in the extinction of this Outer 
Space Stratospheric Hyalophora Ce- 
cropia moth infestation in about 48 
hours. Also, this new bug spray will 
not harm or injure — should another 
launch crash occur — any human be- 
ings, other mammals, dogs or cats. 

We expect to launch this rocket 
in early August from the Ariane 
European Space Launch Station 


-in Kourou, French Guiana, South 


America, a facility that has a far bet- 
ter launch record than either Cape 
Canaveral or Vandenberg. i: 

We believe this will resolve this 
problem and ask your forbearance 
for just a few more weeks.

Ricochet Effect: East End School Shooting 
Threats Spike After Texas Massacre 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


t least four students have been accused of threat- 
ning violence against two East End schools in 

the days following a Texas elementary school massa- 
cre that prompted stricter New York State gun laws. 

Two 15-year-old boys were accused of making 
threats against Riverhead High School in less than 
24 hours and a 13-year-old boy made a threat against 
Westhampton Beach Middle School the following 
day on June 2, Riverhead Town and Westhampton 
Beach Village police said. Then on June 6, a fourth 
student whose age wasn’t released made an unspeci- 
fied threat against Riverhead Middle School, police 
added. 

“I’m gonna shoot up the school,” the first of the 
boys allegedly yelled in a classroom shortly after 1 
p.m. June 1, according to investigators. Riverhead 
High School security immediately detained the boy 
and police, who were already at the school for an un- 
related incident, took the teen into custody. 

Then, shortly before 8 a.m. June 2, Riverhead 


police responded to the high school again after re- 
ceiving a report that another teen posted a threat of 
violence against his classmates on his Instagram ac- 
count. In his posts, he mentioned the teen who was 
arrested the previous day. 

“IMMA Send SHOts flying at the school for [re- 
dacted],” the teen allegedly posted, police said, 
as well as, “I HOPE I GET LOCKED UP SO I CAN 
SEE [redacted] AND WE CAN BOTH BEAT: THE 
CASE SO THEN BOTH OF US CAN BOOM THE 
SCHOOL.” 

Riverhead police searched both teens and their 
homes and found no weapons. Each was detained 
at Nassau County Juvenile Detention Facility before 
their initial court appearance. 

Then in the third case, a 13-year-old student told 
other students and Westhampton school officials 
that he was going to “shoot the school” because he 
was annoyed and frustrated with his classmates, 
police said. He said he was being picked on and this 
was the only way to solve the problem, authorities 
added.

The boys, whose names were not released because 
they are minors, were each charged with a felony 
count of making a terroristic threat, a felony punish- 
able by up to four years in prison, if convicted. They 
are facing the charges in Suffolk youth court. 

In the fourth case, police received a report that 
a Riverhead Middle School student “threatened to 
conduct an act of violence against the faculty and 
students” at 10:11 a.m. June 6, but it was unclear if 
the student was charged. Police said the student’s 
parents are cooperating with the investigation. 

The foursome are the latest in a spate of teenag- 
ers on Long Island to be arrested for making such 
a threat. in the past week. A 16-year-old boy from 
Bellport allegedly made similar threats online of a 
“massive shooting” at Bellport High School on May 
26. And an 18-year-old Westbury High School stu- 
dent was arrested May 31 in connection with vio- 
lent threats he allegedly made toward students and 
faculty, authorities said. They are reportedly among 
dozens of school threats reported over the past two 
weeks. Police across LI and statewide have been on

high alert since the Texas school shooting. 

These local threats came days after an 18-year- 
old gunman killed 19 children and two adults at 
Robb Elementary School in Uvalde, Texas on May 
24 — the deadliest elementary school mass shoot- 
ing since December 2012, when 20 first graders and 
six educators were killed at Sandy Hook Elementary 
in Newtown, Conn. The Westhampton teen cited 
Uvalde while making his alleged threat. 

In response to the bloodshed in Texas, New York 
State lawmakers passed legislation prohibiting New 
Yorkers under age 21 from buying semiautomatic ri- 
fles, making the state among the first to enact a ma- 
jor gun control initiative following a wave of deadly 
mass shootings. The bill was among 10 public safety- 
related bills that Gov. Kathy Hochul signed into law 
on June 6. ° : 

Also enacted was a law that will require micro- 
stamping in new firearms, which could help law 
enforcement solve gun-related crimes. Another re- 
vised the state’s “red flag” law, which allows courts 


to temporarily take away guns from people who 
might be a threat to themselves or others. Addition- 
ally implemented was a law that will restrict sales 
of bullet-resistant vests and armor only to people in 
certain professions. 

“Today is the start, and it’s not the end,” Hochul 
said at a news conference touting the reforms. 
“Thoughts and prayers won't fix this, but taking 
strong action will. We will do that in the name of the 
lives that have been lost, for the parents who will no 
longer see their children stepping off the school bus.” 

The state Legislature passed the bills last week 
after the Texas massacre and another 18-year-old 
gunman using a semiautomatic rifle killed 10 Black 
people in a racist attack on a Buffalo supermarket 
on May 14. The quick action in New York further il- 
lustrated the sharp divide between Republican and 
Democratic leaders on how to. respond to gun vio- 
lence. < 

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the congressman 
for the East End and GOP gubernatorial nominee

seeking to unseat Hochul, said that government 
should increase security in schools and repeal gun 
control laws. 


“Every school in New York should have armed, 
trained school resource offices,” Zeldin tweeted. 

In New York, most people under age 21 had already 
been banned from owning handguns. People aged 18 
and over will still be allowed to own other types of 
long guns, including shotguns and bolt-action rifles. 

Part of New York’s new law will also require all 
purchasers of semiautomatic rifles to get a license, 
something now required only for handguns. Pro- 
posed federal legislation that would require buyers 
of semiautomatic weapons to be 21 is advancing in 
the U.S. House, but is seen as facing long odds in the 
U.S. Senate. 

On the East End, the Town of Riverhead has 
scheduled a public hearing for July 6 on a proposal 
that would prohibit gun shops from operating in the 
downtown.

on this week’s cover comes to us from Hulbert 
Waldroup, courtesy of Denis Leon Gallery in South- 
ampton. Waldroup discusses his art, love and the Art 
Warehouse of Southampton he founded. 


Tell me about the name and inspiration for 
this piece. 

I hadn’t thought about a name, but I think we should 
give it the name: “Love, American Style.” ... When I 
am texting someone, I never spell L-O-V-E, I always 
spell it L-heart-V-E. It’s like killing two birds with one 
stone. I think it’s just a little stronger way of spelling 
out the word “love,” and I think it differentiates a little 
bit of Robert Indiana’s famous sculpture of love and “I 
Love New York” 
I like L-heart-V-E, and I really like how the people are 
in the center of the heart, instead of just leaving the 
heart empty but leaving a positive space inside of it. I 
like to look at this piece, and these type of pieces, with 
my eyes just a little out of focus, and you can see more 
clearly. 


How did your “Love” series begin, and how 
does this particular piece explore the theme 
of Love? : 

In this day and age we're living in, I think there’s a 
thirst or an appetite to wake up in the morning and 
look at paintings ... to be reminded of love to start your 
day. ... 

I moved to Southampton during the virus where I 
was supplying art to galleries in the city. I have a street 
background, graffiti background, and so now in the 
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.. there’s a little influence there. But -

Hamptons, I do street art and graffiti, but I combined 
it with cubism. People have moved to the Hamptons 
from the city where they're used to seeing street art, 
even graffiti in a restroom, and my idea is to take that 
and make it presentable in a $20 million-take it off the 
subway platform and bring it inside the $20 million 
home. . 

I'm Bins multiple styles of painting, using tif- 
fany blues, I’m using hot pinks, I’m putting beautiful 
frames on them. ... My goal as an artist is to make art 
that kisses you on the face. You open the door to enter, 


and my art kisses you on the face with a gentle kiss. It’s . 


not something you ignore, and it’s not an insult, just a 
gentle kiss on the face ... but still, it’s reminiscent of 
fun days in New York City looking at the writings on 
the subway walls. 


How did your relationship with Denis Leon 
Gallery begin, and what does it mean to be 
represented there? 

He allowed me to show my artwork at his gallery in 
Boca Raton. ... He’s an artist and gallery owner, so we 
work well together, and we have a similar view on art. 

.. It’s like blues and rock and roll, it’s almost better 
to come from struggle. I know typically they say East 
Hampton is young, new money and Southampton 
is old money, but I think Southampton is becoming 
more diverse. The Southampton Inn gave me a beauti- 
ful studio and wanted something a little more color- 
ful; they encourage diversity. The art studio is right 
on the corner of 71 Hill Street — beautiful paintings 
— last year was a really great year. The town itself is 
becoming a little more colorful, a little more diverse, 
a little more open and receptive. By people moving 
from New York City out here, the appetite for art has 
evolved along with the population of people. 


What are your plans and goals for the Art 
Warehouse of Southampton? 

My goal is to become the destination for art in all 
of the Hamptons, because you're dealing straight with 
artists rather than an art dealer. I’m undercutting all 
the competition with better art and lower prices. I tell 
people that most everything is under $10,000, and 
you can save that other $10,000 or $20,000 and put 
it in Bitcoin or Apple stock. There are other artist who 
are going to be showing this summer also, and every 
weekend when you come to the Art Warehouse, I want 
to overwhelm your senses with sculptures, paintings,

ing. : 


Would you like to share any thoughts on 
Pride Month or the relationship between love 
and pride? 

When I walk through Main Street now, it’s good to 
see diversity in ethnicity in Southampton, but it’s also 


~~ good to see diversity in sexuality. It’s good. The town 


is changing, it’s evolving. Change is ites good, and. 
I embrace it.: 

As far as it goes with me or my art, with that diver- 
sity, these people are very interesting with diversity in 
ethnicity and sexuality, and there’s also diversity in 
conversation that makes it very interesting. I reflect . 
that in my art. .. 

I was told as young boy that an artist should al- 
ways paint what they love. If you love animals, paint 
animals. If you love the‘ocean, paint the ocean. I love 
people, I love to people-watch, I love to watch people 


in love. Maybe I’m a voyeur, or maybe my gift is to 


enrich the lives of others, but with that gift it’s also a 
curse because while you're enriching the lives of oth- 
ers, your personal life goes to s—, so caught up in an- 
other dimension.

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Review: Bay Street’s 


Is a Wild Return to Form 


ABIGAIL ISOM, RO BODDIE, TALIA THIESFIELD, BADIA FARHA AND DYLAN S. WALLACH IN “WINDFALL.”

AS two years away, Bay Street Theater’s Main- 
tage season has returned to the venue's stage 
with the East Coast premiere of Scooter Pietsch’s 
dark comedy Windfall, directed by Jason Alexander 
of Seinfeld fame. Like “the show about nothing” and 
successors like It’s Always Sunny in Philadelphia, 
this play takes a satirical look at the depths a group 
of friends will stoop to when their selfishness and 
greed go unchecked. And like with all siemcel ex- 
ecuted dark comedy, it is hilarious. 

Windfall takes place in Columbus, Ohio where 
four work friends toil away at Brannon Data Entry 
under the soul-crushing leadership of the compa- 
ny’s namesake, Glenn Brannon (Spencer Garrett). 
Despite their differences in work ethic, morals and 
backgrounds, Kate (Badia Farha), Hannah (Abigail 
Isom), Chris (Dylan S. Wallach) and Galvan (Ro 
Boddie) are a tight-knit group who hang out, goof 
off and tease, but never judge too harshly. When 
Brannon introduces a new employee, Jacqueline 
(Talia Thiesfield), poised to replace the weakest 
performing worker, cracks begin to show as signs of 
panic and ego appear. 

When Galvan has a vision of winning hundreds 
of millions in the lottery, he convinces his friends, 


as well as Jacqueline, to up the ante of their group. 


lotto ticket ritual and spend every penny they own 
to ensure his vision comes true. When the winning 
ticket goes unclaimed, the friends suspect a traitor 
in their midst and things get ... messy. 

The plot is simple to understand and easy to relate 
to in concept, allowing the actors to deliver outra- 
geous lines at breakneck speeds. Though the flow of 
the second act is more predictable than the first, by 
that point in the show, the physical dark comedy is 


so far through the roof, most of the audience is too 
busy gut-laughing to notice or care. |

Their portrayals of Kate and Hannah were sincere 
and engaging as they juggled the complex friend- 
ship between skillful office manager and unskilled 
employee. 

As the main driver of the plot, Ro Boddie’s char-

lach’s zany, childlike character was a delight to 
watch from start to finish. What his character lacked 
in emotional depth, he more than made up for with 
masterfully timed and executed comic relief. 
Among the work friend group, the most engaging 
and well-crafted relationship was between the char- 
acters portrayed by Badia Farha and Abigail Isom, 
which served as the underlying heart of the story. 
Farha exudes unabashed confidence, which plays 
off of Isom’s nervous capriciousness beautifully. 


ranges from hilariously overzealous Bible thumper 
to a nuanced, embittered man desperate for rec- 
ognition. In recounting a memory of Galvan’s first 
vision, Boddie masterfully guides the audience — 
through the biggest tone shift in the show, with all 
eyes and stage lights on him as he delivers a power- 
ful, emotion-packed monologue. 
The newest member to the show's work friend. 
group, Talia. Thiesfield’s Jacqueline develops con- 
siderably throughout the show. She’s introduced as 
a supposedly dangerous killer who turns out a quiet, 
mysterious outsider, she then reveals a sympathetic 
backstory before delving into craziness. Through 
each phase, Thiesfield acts with grace and gusto, 
making clear the cracks and triggers that permeate 
her refined facade. Her well-told backstory makes 
her fate in the second act particularly tragic, which 
is undoubtedly why she’s chosen to deliver the mor- 
al of the play sincerely before the show’ s antagonist 


- doubles down sarcastically. 


While not a villain, per se, Glenn Brannon is as — 


antagonistic as they come, and Spencer Garrett is 


clearly having the time of his life in the role. Every 
wrench thrown into his employees’ plans is ac- 
companied by a devilish smile, every crass remark 
or biting comment receives a hearty laugh from 
Garrett and the audience. He hijacks every scene 


he’s in with his magnificent gravitas, and despite

considerable time on stage, it’s hard not to wish he 
was present in even more scenes. At least when he’s 
not actively onstage, he can often be scene peeking 
through his office window at the woe shenani- 
gans unfolding. 

On the topic of the set, the Beceon Data Entry 
office is so immensely detailed that you can tell: 
from the get-go there won't be a second location, 
and that’s quite alright. Motivational posters juxta- 
posed by a tauntingly empty employee of the month 
wall, a clock that keeps track of the time within the 
narrative, windows that seemingly look out across © 
the street, separate restroom doors that appear to 
open to actual rooms — the attention to detail is in- 
credible. 

Bay Steet’s return to their main nian Sbie stage 
is a raucous success, and it’s thanks to the theater’s 
talented team of directors, actors, designers and 
whoever is in charge of cleaning up the stage and 
actors after each Windfall performance — they’ve 
got their work cut out for them, and it shan’t go un- 
noticed.

J. Mackey Gallery

Hz opened in East Hampton just over a year 
ago, J. Mackey Gallery has quickly become a 
cultural hub in the village. The gallery brings original 
artwork to the Hamptons community by represent- 
ing emerging as well as established artists. Drawing 
on the spirit of the Hamptons as a place of serenity, 
natural beauty and vibrant colors. The gallery is com- 
mitted to exhibiting art that is accessible to the public 


and curating exhibitions that offer an inviting and 


unique visitor experience. This season's scheduled ex- 
hibitions are their biggest yet! 

Currently on view at the gallery, through June 26, 
is The Art of Arthur Pinajian. Having exhibited and 
sold his work while working as the gallery manager 
at the OSilas Gallery of Concordia College New York, 
J. Mackey Gallery owner Justine McEnerney, recalls 
the impression Pinajian’s art left on her. “Seeing the 
work with my own eyes, I realized how undeniably 
important it is and how the collection of Pinajian’s 
work transcends the period in which it was created,” 
she says. “Without a doubt, when you look at the work, 
especially the pieces from the mid-century, they’re 
clearly important in the abstract expressionist move- 
ment and to Long Island art history.” 

As an Armenian-American and WWII veteran, 
Pinajian invented himself into a full time artist as a 
young adult when he returned from the war. Living a 
simple and at times reclusive life, he worked tirelessly 
on his art, first as an illustrator for early comic books 
and then opening new avenues of expression through 
his prolific painting practice, from his Bellport bun- 
galow. After his death in 1999, Thomas V. Schultz and 
Lawrence E. Joseph purchased the home and was 

" surprised to find a lifetime of the artist’s work, which 
they rescued, archived and eventually had appraised. 


An art historian confirmed Pinajian to be a contem- 


porary of iconic East End painters Willem de Kooning 
and Jackson Pollock. “Not only is the work beautiful

ne very important, so is the story,” McEnerney adds. 
Following the June exhibition is One Mile Out: 
The Art of Lyndal Vermette, which is on view June 


_30—July 31 and will debut new work by the artist. An 


opening reception takes place on Saturday, July 9, 
from 6—8 p.m. Vermette is an Australian artist from 
Brisbane and now lives in New York with her young 


family. Her family background. is immersed in the 


arts, ballet and theater. 

“Her entire family including Sainaben and 
children are submerged in the arts,” McEnerney says. 
“Vermette is an artist who is completely dedicated to 
her work, and sees the entire world through an artist’s 
eye, she puts her heart and soul into everything she 
does.” 

Her unique style incorporates ink, alcohol, oud 
resin to create vibrant displays and pools of color. “I 
love the tedious process of all of her compositions, I 
really respect the time and labor that she puts into 
each piece, I think it adds a whole other dimension to 
her finished work,” McEnerney notes. “When we first 
opened the gallery in May 2021, Vermette’s collection 
was a part of the opening exhibition ‘The Deep End of 


Peace’. People really responded and connected to her — 


work. As an Australian, she has the ability to capture a 
feeling of serenity, vibrancy and a crispness — that the 
coastal area of the Hamptons embodies.” 

Looking ahead to late August, McEnerney is plan- 
ning a special solo show for 94-year-old East Hampton 
Springs sculptor Phyllis Baker Hammond, whose art 
journey is so fascinating, McEnerney is writing a book 
about it. Hammond started studying clay sculpture in 
Japan in the 1950s, transitioned to welding large-scale 
metal sculptures in the 1970s and 80s. She was an 
early participant in art therapy for the mentally ill and 
the physically disabled, and began to work in colorful 
forms of sheet metal while in her 80s and gos. She cre- 
ated two bronze angels for a Connecticut government 
building, and was commissioned by Japan to create‘a 
sculpture commemorating the bombing of Nagasaki 
and installed four large- scale sculptures at the United 
Nations. 

“She’s a woman artist who embodies the artistic 
experience in the Hamptons,” McEnerney says. “It’s 
a great Hamptons art story, and I want to capture it 
while she’s alive so she can be celebrated. We have an 
amazing and important artist living among us here in

the Hamptons and everyone should know about her”. 
Eliza Geddes, another prominent Long Island artist, 
explores fresh interpretations of iconic figures and ab- 
stract compositions in her uniquely chic style of p paint- 
‘ing. She is the most celebrated and prolific artist the 
gallery represents and’ like Phyllis Baker Hammond 
she has dedicated her entire life to being an artist. Her 


~ work which spans over 20 years resonates with collec- 


tors and designers. It was the catalyst for J. Mackey 
Gallery bringing the collection to new markets. “Ged- 

des was in such high demand that I was able to do 
collaborations with designers in Palm Beach, Locust 
Valley and Bronxville,” McEnerney explains. “It has 
benefited all the artists I represent by allowing me to 
display work in all three of those additional locations.” 

The East Hampton gallery has also become a space 
dedicated to encouraging emerging artists and sup- 
porting arts education in public schools. McEnerney 
admits that the recent exhibition of artwork by stu- 
dents from Fiorello H. LaGuardia High School of Mu- 
sic & Art and Performing Arts was “a highlight of my 
career.” Along with colleague Amie Hollmann whose 
son attends the NYC public school and with previous 
experience hosting regional high school art competi- 
tions at Concordia, McEnerney decided to create a 
professionally curated show for these students to cel- 
ebrate their talent and provide a larger platform for 
their work. 

Curated by Rortlen ea Bland, executive direeios 
of Lehman College Art Gallery at The City University 
of New York, submitted student work was selected by 
the curator, and they were invited to be part of the ex- 
hibition by letter — granting them a rare boost to their 
young art portfolios. The accompanying silent auction 
raised considerable funds for the school through big- 
ticket items like tickets to a Billy Joel concert, eased 
of The Joel Foundation. 

. Through charitable events such as the student hoe 
and silent auction, and past lecture series, A Mackey 
Gallery has developed a positive reputation in the 
community — one that invites visitors to re aa 
art and truly connect with it. 

“Tt was not my intention, but I think we’ve been able 
to be a bit of a cultural hub, just through the nature 
of doing the show with LaGuardia ... (and) some in- 
teresting opportunities that were unplanned that have 
come up,” McEnerney says. “The focus doesn’t always 
have to be solely on selling the artwork — the focus 
can also be to have an experience, and I think we try 
to be very welcoming and to be a place of reflection 
and connection.

| Dotan Brewing Co. unexpectedly announced 
on social media that it has closed its Pa- 
tchogue brewery and taproom and plans to relo- 
cate to an unnamed location on the East End. The 
news took patrons of the brewery by surprise, as 
Darling was just two months away from marking 
its Second anniversary. 

Darling opened its taproom in July 2020, soon 
after the outbreak of the COVID-19 pandemic, 
and attracted a loyal following for the inventive 
craft beers from head brewer and co-owner Chris 
Dougherty. Dougherty came onboard as part of 
the reboot of Patchogue Beer Project, which had 
opened in that location in early 2019 and closed 
in early 2020 before the pandemic shutdown. He 
joined with co-owner Mckensie DiSpirito to re- 
brand the brewery as Darling Brewing and retool 
its five-barrel brewing system to ramp up produc-

tion and quality. 

Dougherty, who was previously a head brewer 
at Barrier Brewing in Oceanside and Rockaway 
Brewing in Queens, is an avid reader and helped 


‘develop Darling’s name, which comes from a 


piece of advice for writers attributed to William 
Faulkner, who said, “In writing, you must kill 
all your darlings.” Faulkner was actually repeat- 
ing advice given by an English author who told 
writers in 1916 to “murder your darlings,” but the 
meaning was the same, namely to eliminate the 
things you love that are actually holding you back 
from perfection. 

Despite the challenges of the pandemic, Darling 
had a successful first year as Dougherty brewed 
a diverse range of high-quality beers, including 
easy drinking German and English styles and 


creative takes on sours and pale ales. But strains 


in the ownership came to a head in the fall and 
Dougherty left, moving on to work with other

No plans have been announced for the space be- 
ing vacated by Darling Brewing, which was in a 
building across the street from BrickHouse Brew- 
ery that also houses Buttermilk’s Kitchen and 
Local Burger Co. The closing of Darling, which is 
rumored to be-planning a move to a vineyard on 
the North Fork, brings the number of breweries in 
Patchogue back to two. Patchogue is home to Long 
Island’s oldest brewery, BrickHouse, and also its 
largest brewery, Blue Point Brewing, and some- 
day may again have another brewery that kills to 
reach perfection.

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Dan Abrams Celebrates His |

his past Saturday, May 28, Dan Abrams cele- 


brated the official grand opening of his Ev&Em — | 


Vineyards in Laurel on the North Fork. A well- 
known broadcast journalist, Abrams purchased 
the former Laurel Lake Vineyards property in 
2020. He then renamed the vineyard in honor of 
his two children Everett and Emilia. 

Abrams has an expansive career in journalism. 
He is the chief legal affairs correspondent for ABC 
News, host of Dan Abrams Live on NewsNation, 
and host of “The Dan Abrams Show: Where Poli- 
tics Meets the Law” on SiriusXM POTUS channel. 
He also hosts and produces numerous shows for 
A&E Network. 

He is a graduate of Columbia University Law 
School, and CEO and founder of Abrams Media. 
Abrams has also co-authored (with David Fisher) 
numerous bestselling books including: Kennedy's 
Avenger, John Adams Under Fire, Theodore Roos- 
evelt for the Defense and Lincoln’s Last Trial, which 
received the 2018 Barondess/Lincoln Award. 

Why would someone who obviously has more 
than enough on his plate want to add owning a 
vineyard to it? Abrams, who has a home nearby on 
the Peconic Bay, said it was his passion for wine 
that drove his decision.

Abrams’s friend, Paumanok owner, and now also 
Palmer owner, Charles Massoud, let Abrams know 
that the property was going to be for sale and the 
timing was right. Abrams renovated the tasting 
room and winemaking facilities in 2021. The result 
is stunning. More on that later. Equally stunning 
are the results.in the bottle. 

Abrams explains, “The wine at Ev&Em is fun- 


damentally different than Laurel Lake.” He says, - 


“There is much more careful selection of grapes, 
much more acidity and more complexity.” He notes 
that the result is a more modern, refreshing taste, 
and he expects his Pinot Noir to be very special in 
the future. 

A standout wine available at Ev¥&Em now is a 
non-vintage, red, inspired by the lighthearted 
style of Beaujolais wine and made from Long Is- 
land’s signature grape Cabernet Franc. This wine 
is so incredibly fresh and bursting with crisp fruit 
flavors of dark berries, raspberry, red cherry, red 
currant, and cranberries. Served slightly chilled, 
the light-bodied wine can easily become your go- 
to summer red. The NV Lightly Chilled Red re- 
tails for $32. 

This refreshing, modern take on the wine car- 
ries through to the tasting room. A painting, 
created by artist Hannah Finkbohner, called 
“Terroir” and inspired by all the natural envi- 
ronmental factors that come together to produce 
wines, is a centerpiece in the new contemporary 
tasting room. Finkbohner used soil, twigs, leaves,

and vines from this very vineyard to build the 
three-dimensional forms on canvas. More infor- 
mation about this one-of-a-kind painting can be 
found at evandemvineyards.com/terroir. - 

The people behind the wine are essential to its 
success. Abrams retained Laurel Lake Vineyards’ 
Juan Sepulveda as winemaker and director of op- 
erations. Sepulveda holds a university degree in 
business engineering and studies of winemaking, 
with more than 25 years of experience in the wine 
industry, both internationally and domestically. 
Sepulveda’s international ventures include his 
role as general manager of Vinos del Sur- (Carpe 
Diem) in Chile, as well as the initiator of joint 
ventures with local producers in Chile to export, 
achieving more than 1.3 million gallons (5 million 
liters) per year. He is also a founding member of 
the Concepcion Brands joint venture with AV Im- 
ports and Vinos del Sur Chile. 

Abrams also brought in Vanessa Price as man- 
aging partner. Price was born and raised in Ken- 
tucky, she first caught the wine bug working in 
a small winery down South. She followed her 
passion for wine and moved to New York City in 
2007, starting as a sommelier on the Upper East 
Side of Manhattan. From there, she moved on to 


wine education, PR, and events for wine-focused 
client services, consulting for private wine collec- 
tors, crafting wine lists for NYC restaurants, and 
as a distributor and importer. Price is the creative 
director and founder of The Vinum Collective. 
She is a graduate of, and instructor for, The Wine 
& Spirit Education Trust. Her book Big Macs & 
Burgundy, was released with Abrams Publishing 
in October 2020 and is now a national bestseller. 
But the overall wine tasting experience at 
Ev&Em Vineyards also relies heavily on those. 
behind the bar pouring tasting flights. And those 
very people behind the bar, the faces of the vine- 
yard, can often make one’s experience special. 
Ev&Em Vineyards server, Alexis, is friendly and 
informative. She is cheery and fast, without mak- 
ing one feel rushed, despite the bustling open. She 
maintained the vineyards’ upscale vibe without 
making the tasting experience feel intimidating. 
Abrams has made regular appearances in just 


-about every form of media, including as a guest 


on all three network late night talk shows, and 
he’ll no doubt achieve many accomplishments in 
this new wine venture.

MCCALL'S FIELD BLEND 
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New Montauk Skatepark to Open Late Summer 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


Mu. is famous around the world for its surf- 
ing, but just inland from the sandy beaches and 
consistent breaks, the region’s easternmost hamlet 
has been home to a dedicated culture of skateboard- 
ing. For decades, local skaters made the most of the 
town’s few skate-able spots. They cobbled together 
plywood backyard ramps or bombed The End’s long, 
steep hills, dodging the rare passing car in the offsea- 


son and risking life and limb as they tried not to get © 


hung up on craggy asphalt or slip in sand. 

Then, in 1999, New York City skate legend Andy 
Kessler, of Zoo York fame, designed and built Mon- 
tauk’s first skatepark, and suddenly the kids who had 
to make do and be creative for so long finally had 
something truly magnificent — a first-rate concrete 
playground where they could hone their skills and do 
the things many had only seen in Thrasher magazine 
or their favorite skate videos. 

It was an exciting time, and over the next 20-plus 
years, many area skaters grew up with the park, con- 
tinuing to skate there while making do-it-yourself 
additions and adapting to its ever-advancing state of 
decay. During its lifetime, the park survived a period 


where membership cards were required for entry, and. 


its creator, Andy Kessler, died in 2009 after succumb-

ing to an allergic reaction to a wasp sting while he 
was in Montauk. Some efforts were made to improve 
the Montauk skatepark, but little was accomplished 
beyond adding. some new fences and an area of flat 
asphalt. 

Still, the locals skated the now graffiti-covered pool, 
bowls and uneven transitions, in spite of what novices 
and outsiders would deem as harsh conditions. 

Then, in 2020, COVID-19 changed everything. For- 
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mer summer residents came east in droves, escaping - 


their Manhattan apartments and. the crowded city 
streets in favor of spending lockdown in the Hamp- 
tons. And, as local skaters tell it, these “pandemic par- 
ents” began efforts to make the park more welcoming 
for their kids and the community as a whole. They 
launched the nonprofit Montauk Skatepark Coalition 
and accomplished everything they set out to do and 
much more, within an amazingly short period of time 
for a projeet of this scope. 

After just a-year and a half, from idea to construc- 
tion, including gaining East Hampton Town’s sup-

port, a completely rebuilt, top-of-the-line skatepark is 
due for completion by the end of summer, and locals 
and second homeowners (who have since returned to 
NYC) should be overjoyed at the result. 

The key figure~in this monumental effort, Mon- 
tauk Skatepark Coalition president John Britton says 
it started with his kids. “As my kids have grown up, 
they started to use the skatepark more. My kids skate

in New York (City) and basically, when we were:skat- 
ing in Montauk, it was just a brutal park. It was very 
rough; it was obviously aged. If you fell, it was like a 
cheese grater — it was not very hospitable for people 
who were younger or learning. It was kind of an ex- 
pert-level park that was in a pretty advanced state of 
decay,” Britton explains, though he was also aware of

the park’s “incredible lineage and heritage,” especially 


‘Kessler’s involvement. 


“I started asking questions. How come the park 
is this way? Is there money to improve it?” he says, 
noting that his inquiries led him to meet with East 
Hampton Town Councilman David Lys, Trustee Tim 
Garneau and Kessler’s friend JJ Veronis, a NYC art- 
ist who helped spearhead past efforts to improve the

park. 

“We sat down: and aiavicd talking about a very 
modest vision to put in some kind of improvements,” 
Britton says, recalling that he initially imagined add- 
ing to the asphalt area or putting in some wooden 
ramps. “We started with a very modest vision, like 
for $150,000, what could we get for that? Could we

asphalt that was there?” 

But as he explored various ideas, and spoke with 
more people, Britton saw “a groundswell of commu- 
nity interest” and the potential for something bigger. 
“I met dozens of people over time, and then suddenly 
the New York skateboard community started to get 
involved because a lot of those people knew Andy Kes- 
sler and they knew the heritage and legacy of this park, 


and they were interested in seeing something get done © 


largely to honor Andy’s legacy,” he me “We seliceane to 
fundraise for it and we just kept going.” 

With Britton, an investor and artist with a back- 
_ ground in finance, leading the charge, the Montauk 


Skatepark Coalition raised more than $1.5 million, in- . 


cluding $95,000 from a benefit art auction. They also 
received $280,000 from East Hampton Town, thanks 
in large part to Lys, a lifelong resident who Britton 


called an “amazing partner” with a keen interest in 


supporting recreational facilities. 


With that budget and a ton of input from the skate- 


board community, a design team led by Tito Porrata 
of Pivot Skateparks (and now Platform Group) created 
an incredible park that’s approachable, : cy a gag 
and unique to Montauk all at once. 


The brand new, smooth concrete features include a_ 


“snake run” with mellow transitions for beginners and 
longboarders to enjoy an almost surf-like experience, 
as well as bowls (complete with two wave-like struc- 
tures and natural boulders), a pool and a street course. 
And to top it off, Britton says they’ve clear cut the hill 
below the park and had it regraded and planted, inte- 
grating it with the nearby baseball fields. This opened 


- an epic view of Fort Pond and created an excellent . 


sledding spot between South Essex and South Edge- 
mere Streets during the winter. - 
“There’s no question that it’s a very attractive place 


’ to hang out, and it wasn’t that way before,” Britton 


says. “You can see the ocean from up there. You can 
look down at the ballfields, you can sit there with food

and look out at the sunset or fireworks — it’s going to 
be an amazing vista and hangout up there, and that’s 
all just part of an iene bonus to the project,” he ex- 
plains. 

“I can't tell you Hen many people I talked to when 
we were fundraising who weren't even aware Montauk 
hada skatepark because the view of that was obscured 

‘by this little scrubby forest,” Britton continues. “Now 
that we’ve taken it down, it’s going to be one integrated 
recreation area that is abundantly obvious to every- 


body who walks out there. I think it’s going to be a re- : 


ally attractive change.” 

“Not a lot of people in Montauk know what’s even 
happening at the skatepark,” local skater Pat Lane 
says, pointing out that the park needs more exposure 


-and community awareness. 


Lane and fellow skater Bartholomew Schwarz, who 
say they helped ensure the park design met the desires 


of Montauk’s skateboarders, are thrilled with the new - 
' facility and say it would never have happened, with- 
out help from the part-time residents and their well- . 


heeled network of friends and contacts. 

Both men, now in their 30s, skated the old park as 
teens when it was built, and suet: even worked 
there. 

“Tt was never perfectly smooth, it was “like a sand- 


& paper kind of concrete, but they did a great job. When 


” they first built it, it was up to date for what was going 
on in skating at that point,” Schwarz says, though he 
admits Kessler and the others who built the first park 
didn’t have the expertise of Porrata and his team, so it 
had many imperfections. “But it was good. It was fun. 
If you were good at skating, you could rip that park.” 

“Tt made you good. It was very East Coast,’ Lane 
says, noting that the new Montauk skatepark will have 
something for all level of skater. 

“The snake run will be user-friendly, the bowl is 
‘bigger than we had before, which is definitely not 
user-friendly for anybody who's a novice. And the 
street course is going to have handrails, big jumps and 
everything — big banks,” Schwarz continues, adding 
later, “These kids, they’re going to progress so fast.” 


Lane points to the park as part of an overall upgrade 
happening in Montauk, inéluding the library expan- 
sion and the lighthouse revetment project. “When 
everything is all done, it seems like the community 
is going to bea lot nicer of a place,” he adds. “I think 
they’re underestimatirig how many people are going 


- to be coming out specifically just to skate the park and 


buy stuff when vel re out here. It will be good for the 
economy for sure.” 

“We're very excited. Hopefully we'll have a finished 
park by the end of the summer,” Britton says. “The 
whole thing has had such incredibly positive energy 
around it, and hopefully it will come to a good conclu- 
sion.” 

Before the park opens, the Montauk Skatepark Co- 
alition is hosting one final fundraising push with a 
special benefit art auction this Friday, June 10 from 


5-9 p.m. at the Montauk Beach House (55 South El- 


mwood Avenue). The event will celebrate the achieve- 
ment of this dream park and honor Andy Kessler’s 
memory with artist skate decks up for auction and DJ 
sets from Jack Luber and Marbles (Cassius Luber + 
Cosmo Hamada). Proceeds from the auction will help 
pay for beautification of the new.Montauk skatepark’s 
surroundings, and to create programs for the commu- 
nity such as clinics, instruction and more, possibly in 
the form of after-school or broader community activi-

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Guns ARE the Problem! 


What wouldn’t we do for our children? The answer 
to this seemingly rhetorical question, should be: 
“we would do anything for them!” Our attitudes and 

behavior, however, seem to suggest otherwise. Our 

schools aren’t safe, and what’s worse, schools have 

become the altar upon which we sacrifice our children? 

We sacrifice our children so that every American has the 

right to buy an assault rifle. So that we can buy high capacity 

magazines for our guns. We sacrifice American children for the laissez faire 

attitude towards access to gun ownership. We sacrifice children for freedoms 
that enslave us more than liberate us. 

The one sacrifice that is absolutely prohibited in the Bible, even in the pe- 
riod of countless animal sacrifices, was the sacrifice of children. The Bible 
calls the sacrifice of children “an abomination!” It was an abomination when 
the Israelites witnessed their own people sacrificing children in the valley of 
Hinom outside Jerusalem, and it’s just as horrendous today. 

Through my tears, I whisper the words: .“Not my children!” And then my 
whisper becomes a crying out, and eventually an indignatious shout: “Not my 
children! Don’t you dare sacrifice them!” ; 

If you're out there, and youre thinking that “this isn’t a gun issue, it’s a 
mental health issue.” Or “it’s about these violent movies and video games,” 
then I would remind you that other Western countries have mental health 
issues too, and other countries have violent movies and video games also. 
What they don’t have is school shootings on a weekly basis. It has everything 
to do with the amount of guns, and freedoms which we have eeita citizens 
to own guns with little law. 

What we need more than individual freedoms is laws! We need to restrict 
gun sales, ban assault rifles, close gun-show loopholes, tighten background 
checks, and I would go as far to say as to require a license for anyone who 
wants to own a gun in our country — and even then, we would have more 
individual freedom than any other civilized country. Foremost, we need our 
children to be safe. I value the memory of those 19 students and two teachers 
from Robb Elementary School in Uvalde Texas too much to let their lives be 
sacrificed only for our sympathy, and broken political promises about reform 
and accountability. Not my children, please God, not any of our children! 


On the Sunday of Memorial Day weekend, our 
church offered special prayers, reading aloud the 
names of our service men and women who bore 
arms in the defense of our freedom. We also read 

the names of 19 children, all between the ages of 9 
and 11, and two faculty members who were gunned 
down in a maniacal abuse of freedom: A murderous 
_rampage that ought to have no place in our country, but by 

way of travesty and perversion has become all too common. 

Shamefully and predictably, policy makers, news outlets, and the gen- 
eral public have doubled down, digging their heels into two camps; The 
guns rights camp blaming mental health problems, the corrosion of mo- 
rality and poor school security, and the gun control camp blaming a lack 
of gun regulations. To the peril of our children, we have opted to shut the 
other side down rather than work together to solve the problem. 

Gun violence is a national emergency. The staggering frequency of in- 
cidents and other statistics fail to represent the cost in human lives. Yes, 
our mental health crisis contributes to the problem. Yes, schools need 
ever improving security. Yes, the Second Amendment guarantees our 
right to defend ourselves. and yes, we need better laws that insure proper 
training and screening sor gun ownership. The solution we urgently need 
cannot be an “either or.” 

In 1978, Alexander Solzhenitsyn brilliantly told Harvard graduates 
that our obsession with legally guaranteed rights needed to be brought 


-into balance with our moral obligations. Our rights come with responsi- 
_ bilities. The right to bear arms must be held in balance with the immense 


responsibility it carries. Until we come out of our political camps and face 
all aspects of this crisis honestly, until we all take responsibility for our 
part, we will fail to protect our children.

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Making History: The First-Ever Hamptons Pride Parade

here were no balloons, no alcohol, just hun- 

dreds and hundreds of smiling, joyful faces 
waving rainbow flags and cheering support for the 
LGBTQ+ community. 

East Hampton Village held the first-ever Hamp- 
tons Pride Parade on Saturday, June 4, and it was 
exuberant, simple, colorful, loving, happy, moving 
and inclusive — a true community turnout. | 

Mayor Jerry Larsen asked Hamptons Pride, a new 
local nonprofit group, to organize the pride parade. 
East Hampton Village Police and lifeguards helped 
direct the historic event. Larsen walked with fellow 
elected officials including Suffolk County Legislator 
Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac), East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc and Town Trustee Su- 
san McGraw-Keber. 

It was a momentous day, not just because it was 
historic, but because it felt like the community ral- 
lied around it and supported it. And enjoyed it. You 
know, the way parades are supposed to go. 

People of all ages and-persuasions and ethnic 
backgrounds, LGBTQ+ and straight allies, friends, 
families, local businesses and _ organizations, 
schools, religious groups, and community leaders 
— over 40 participating groups in all — showed up. 

Whether walking in the parade, driving a color- 
fully decorated vehicle or cheering from the side- 
lines, all seemed to exude a feeling of, well, love. 

Love was certainly the operative word for Guild 
Hall’s Teen Arts Council, a group of 22 local high 
school students who created a banner of love for the 
parade under the direction of MAGO, a self-identi- 
fied LatinX queer street artist, curator and longtime 
Hamptons resident who was asked to direct the art 
project because of his experience working with 
youth groups, as well as with the Human Rights 
Campaign. 

The teens took white t-shirts and bandanas and 
stenciled and spray-painted each with a different 
letter or symbol on it — an LanOaVanEanda+ 
sign, and an = sign. 

“If you looked at it from the front (when the Teen 
Arts Council walked), it spelled out Love + Love = 
Love + Love = Love + Love, (etc),” says Anthony Ma- 
donna, the Patti Kenner Senior Associate for Learn- 
ing and Public Engagement at Guild Hall who works 
directly with the Teen Arts Council. 

“What’s cool is that when it stands on its own

each shirt, it’s its own expression, but when you see 
it come together, you get to see all the colors and 
faces of our community,” says MAGO, who taught 
the students “about the use of art in activism, spe- 
cifically in gay activism,” focusing on the work of his 
inspiration, Keith Haring. ; - 

“It’s very timely-to create a show of support for our 
east end community, to make a beautiful, colorful 
parade,” says MAGO. “It’s important to feel safe in 
our place of work, community and in our families — 
the more that we build visibility here, the more love 
and respect we can have and learn from each other.” 

As the parade wound its way from Main Street to — 
Herrick Park’s baseball field, the Teen Arts Coun- 
cil gathered with the crowd in the field where D.J. 
Karin Ward was playing, knowing one of its mem- 
bers, Kym Bermeo, had prepared a speech for the 
occasion. 

After Hamptons Pride founder and parade orga- 
nizer Tom House, a resident of East Hampton and 
an English teacher at Bridgehampton High School, 
thanked several supporters and Mayor Larsen and 
East Hampton for being “the first village in the his- 
tory of the East End to close their main streets for 
a pride parade,” he also spoke candidly about some 
of the silence he experienced after extending invita- 
tions to a number of local schools to participate. 

“Some of the schools I went to, the kids were pet- 
rified (saying), ‘We can’t be in a parade, I’m not out 


to my parents — or what if the kids humiliate me 
and bully me when I come back to school?” said 
House. After thanking the East Hampton Police and 
chief Mike Tracey “who made it safe for us to walk 
down the street,” House made a call to action. 

“Find one kid — it doesn’t have to be LGBTQ+ 


‘or allies, it can be any child who is different, who 


has had a hard time — and help them, allow them 
to walk proudly down Main Street, down Newtown 
Lane ... into this park and to be proud with no fear 
of being hurt or humiliated or embarrassed or hit 
physically,” emphasized House. 

House then introduced Mayor Larsen who ex- 
claimed, “This is incredible, unbelievable,” adding 
that the parade was “bigger and better than I had 
ever imagined.” 

“How do you like the first annual pride parade in 
East Hampton Village?” asked the Mayor to cheers 
and applause. When Larsen reiterated the word “an- 
nual” the field turned into a veritable field of dreams _ 
as he confirmed that (next year’s) parade “will be 
held on the first Saturday of June 2023.” More ap- 
plause, more cheering. 

Grand Marshals, Canio’s Books owner Kathryn 
Szoka and Stony Brook Southampton Hospital CEO 
Bob Chaloner, both made impactful comments. 

“It was a short ride but an awfully long time to get 
here,” remarked, Szoka, reflecting that the parade 
“started last year with four people and turned into 
a thousand.” 

Chaloner echoed the importance of supporting 
LGBTQ+ youth, sharing that he was once “one of 
those small kids in a small town in upstate New 
York terrified of the world knowing that I was gay.” 
He closed with, “I hope we can all learn to appre- 
ciate each other's differences and let every young 
person truly be themselves and grow up to be the 
miracles that they should be.” 

Then it was Teen Arts Council member Kim Ber- 
meo’s turn. As she faced the colorful crowd sur- 
rounded by supportive family and friends, the high 
school senior spoke eloquently and emotionally, 
summing up what the day meant for so many. 

“This is a time to celebrate our progress,” said 
Bermeo. “Your acceptance and continued support 
will surely enable a space for young people and oth- 
ers to fully embrace their identity and unapologeti- 
cally be themselves. Your presence alone is a step to 


creating a community of love ... because we are love. 


And Love + Love will forever, always equal Love.”

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


QUATELA CHIMERI CONSIDERS WHAT IT TAKES TO CHANGE A CHILD'S NAME. 


SHOULD A PARENT EVER CONSIDER 
CHANGING A CHILD'S NAME? During 
or after divorce proceedings, changing 

a child's name can be problematic. 
Lingering tensions can lead to continued 
disputes, and parents may want to 
establish a “fresh start” for their children 


through a new name. 


Courts recognize that a name change . 
may be sought by only one parent and 
have created guidelines for doing so. As 
a general rule, when parental rights of ~ 
one parent have been legally terminated, 

~ the other parent may change the child’s 

last name without permission. More 
commonly, both parents must agree to 
the name change, especially when first 
names are at issue. 


In a situation where the mother has 
sole physical custody, is not married, 
and paternal rights are not established, 
the mother may change the child's last 
name without permission. Also, in cases 
where the petitioning parent has been 
unable to locate and notify the other 
parent, the petitioning parent might be 
able to change the child's name without 
permission. For example, if one parent 
petitions to change a child's last name, 
the petitioner must notify the other 
parent and give them an opportunity 
to object. If the non-petitioning 
parent objects, the petition can still be 
considered by the court. Whether the 
court approves the petition depends on 
the best interest of the child.

Determining whether a name change is 
in the best interest of a child can be a 
difficult task, especially if one parent is not 
in agreement. A parent with sole physical 
custody of a child may mistakenly think 
that they have total discretion to alter 

a child’s name and can unilaterally ask 
the court for a name change. However, 
custody is often not the primary factor in 
deciding when a name change is in the 
best interests of a child. 


QC Law's Founder Christopher Chimeri 
was faced with this challenge recently in a 
difficult family law appeals case, where a 
name change was sought by one parent 
over the objections of the other, which 
included changes to both the first AND 
last name of the child. In the Matter of 
Stone, Chimeri successfully argued on 
appeal that changing the first name did 
not promote the child's best interests. 


Determining what are the child’s best 
interests can sometimes be a difficult 
process and requires a court to consider 


the totality of the circumstances. Among 


the myriad of factors that a court may 
consider, there are several that warrant 
special consideration, including: 


« The extent to which achild identifies 


with and uses a particular name, and 
the child’s expressed preference, if of 
sufficient age and maturity to articulate 
a basis for preferring a particular name. 


+ The effect of the proposed name change on 
the child's relationship with either parent. 


* Whether the child is known by a 
particular name in the community. Also, 
whether any difficulties, harassment, or 
embarrassment may be experienced by 
bearing the current or proposed name. 


* The misconduct, if any, of a parent, such as 


failure to support or visit with the child. 


* Whether the child has carried the 
surname for an extended time or shares 
the surname with the custodial parent 
and primary caretaker, and whether 
half-siblings living with the child have 
the same surname. 


In related disputes, parents have 

also argued over hyphenated name 
preferences, which are often perceived as a 
source of identification with both parents. 


The hyphenated name can also give 
the child a connection to paternal and 


_ maternal half-siblings as well as ethnic 


heritage. However, some contend that a 
hyphenated:name may announce that 
the child came from a broken relationship 
and could be a source of embarrassment. 


To fully address the best interests of 

the child, courts may involve an expert 
or Special Master to ensure judicial 
orders are followed, or to hear evidence 
on behalf of the judge and make 
recommendations to the judge as to the 
disposition of a matter.

At New Rochelle High 
School Tarlow proved himself a gifted 
athlete and attended the University of 
North Carolina on both a baseball and 
basketball scholarship before gradu- 
‘ating Tufts University in 1962. 

Tarlow began his storied career 
in advertising as a copywriter at the 
Martin Landey/Arlow agency. He 
rose through the ranks in advertising 
and after being executive vice presi- 
dent and creative director of Daniel 


& Charles, he and fellow ad man Don. 


Kurtz established Kurtz & Tarlow in 
1977, which Advertising Age called the 
fastest-growing agency in the nation. 
They oversaw Ralph Lauren’s success- 
ful expansion from Polo Fashions to 
becoming an icon of Americana and 
establishing Ralph Lauren Home Fur- 
nishings Inc. in 1982. Kurtz & Tarlow 
was sold to Geers Gross in 1983 where 
Tarlow served as Chairman. 

Fiercely independent Tarlow took 
a leap once again to establish Tarlow 
Advertising on his own in 1988. His 
gamble paid off and Tarlow Advertis- 


ing became another of Madison Av- 
enue’s fastest growing agencies with 
$50 million in billings in only a year 
and a half. Tarlow Advertising’s cli- 
ents included Revlon and it’s subsid- 
iaries Ultima and Almay. An account 
close to Tarlow’s heart was Topps 
Chewing Gum, maker of the famous 
baseball cards. .

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George Pataki Recalls Pine Barrens Fire Response

t is unquestionable to say that for- 

mer Gov. George Pataki, the 53rd 
governor of the State of New York; pre- 
sided over some of the Empire State’s 
most unprecedented and transforma- 
tive moments in recent memory. 

Pataki’s leadership in the wake of 
the September 11, 2001 attacks, is 
lauded as he catalyzed the response, 
recovery, and ultimately, the rebuild 
of New York City. However, those who 
live on the East End had an earlier 
experience with Pataki that was life- 
changing its own right — the 1995 
Pine Barren fire — within his first year 
in office. 

For those who may be unfamiliar, 
in August 1995, unseasonably dry 
weather, coupled with a warm breeze 
led to a fire sparking in the massive, 
100,000-acre pine forest preserve. 
What would ensue would bea four- 
day inferno, which would come within 
three miles of destroying lives, liveli- 


hoods, and homes in Westhampton 


and elsewhere. 

Upon learning of the fire, Pataki 
immediately declared a state of emer- 
gency and took action in Suffolk 
County. Over 2,000 firefighters from 
every department on Long Island 
converged on the region as well as 
state and federal emergency person- 
nel responded at the request of the 
governor. Pataki set up a command 
center, where he assumed the role of 
the leader of the response, helping to 
organize the round-the-clock battle 
against the blaze. 

“In these barrens, there were pine 
needles that had been accumulating 
for decades,” Pataki recalls. “It took 
seconds for the fires to spread from 
one area to the next.” 

“I remember myself and a group of 
firefighters, as well as about 60 news 
cameras, were standing on the north 
side of Sunrise Highway, thinking 
that the flames would be unable to 
pass over the major thoroughfare,” 
he continues. “Within moments we 
realized that we were wrong, and that 
made it clear to me just how quickly 
this fire was moving.” 

“However, of all the things I remem- 
ber from that day was the incredible 
courage of the volunteer firefighters,” 
he adds. “They faced down a fire 100 
feet high and fought it although it was 
roaring towards them. Everyone who 
played a part in this operation did a

phenomenal job and, they are-the rea- 


son it was not far worse.” 

While hundreds were evacuated in 
the incident and 25 firefighters were 
injured, only a dozen homes were de- 
stroyed, thanks to the overwhelming 
response of emergency services and 
C130 planes secured from federal gov- 
ernment by Pataki. 

“One of the things that I realized 
from this moment was the impor- 
tance that a leader has in such uncer- 
tain circulations,” he says. “It was my 
job to lead, and coordinate who-was- 
doing-what. I was on the phone with 
the federal government and other of- 
ficials every few moments, helping to 
keep people safe in the most effective 
way possible.” 

And, while this is a moment that 
none of us will ever forget on Long 
Island and the East End, Pataki said 


that his legacy, sustains in eastern 
Suffolk in other ways, too. 

“We did a lot on the East End,” he 
says. “We created parks and preserved 
public spaces like Hither Hills and 
Camp Hero. We preserved thousands 
of acres of open space on the east end 
and implemented a very successful 
agricultural.preservation program. 

“Much of this still exists to this day 
and contributes to the ability of the 
Hamptons and the East End to main- 
tain the semi-rural nature that makes 
the east end as attractive as it is,” Pa- 
taki continues. 

While Pataki has had a ieerneniioee 
impact on the east end, it could also 
be said that the east end has had an 
equally impactful role in Pataki’s 
life. He recalls his early professional 
years, when he and a few work friends 
rented a home in East Quogue for the 


summer. 

“When I first started working at a 
law firm in New York City, a bunch 
of friends of mine said they were go- 
ing to rent a house in the Hamptons,” 
Pataki recalls. “Knowing little east 
of Setauket at the time — where my 
mother was raised and we vacationed — 
as a child — I agreed. So many of us 
split the rent, that some of us would 
sleep on the floor, but regardless, we 
had a great summer.” 

“Every day we would go to Tiana 
Beach,” he says. “We would go around 
10 and swim body surf, or play touch 
football until four-or-so when .we 
would go play basketball at Castay- 
ways.” 

But the most memorable moment 
would come on a warm day when 
the South Shore waves were massive 
thanks to the help of a hurricane off 
the coast of the Carolinas.

“And, that’s when I met her,” he says 
of his wife of 49 years, Libby. They 
now have four children, 10 grandchil- 
dren, and three dogs. 

“We still go out there every summer, 
with so many friends and great mem- 
ories. One of the great things about 
politics is that you meet great people 
who you become very close with,” 
Pataki says. “We often visit our close 
friend, Charlie Gargano who lives in 
Bridgehampton.” 

Gargano led the Port.Authority and 
oversaw the rebuild of Manhattan in 
the wake of the World Trade Center 
attacks. — 

“We sill go out to the Quogue East 
Pub, where we would hang out all 
those years ago, have a few beers, and 
reminisce about the great times that 
we had,” he says. “We even do our best 
to make it back for the East Hampton 
Library Book Sale — a tremendous 
event that we try to make every year.” 

It could be said that memories made 
on the East End last a lifetime, and by 
this measure, Pataki has certainly had 
a life well lived.
